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Law enforcement Bike medics to patrol crowds this weekend 


proposal campaign 


efforts step up

The Crawford County Citizens for 
a Safe Community (CCCSC) are 
stepping up efforts to get the word 
out on their law enforcement mill- 
age proposal going before the voters 
as part of the August 4 election. 

Members of the group have 
spread out to cover the county, pass- 
ing out pamphlets and answering 
questions from the public concem- 
ing this much talked about and con- 
troversial issue. 

If you haven't had a chance to 
read one of their pamphlets, here are 
some aspects of their campaign. 

The millage proposal asks the tax- 
payers of Crawford County for 1.75 
mills for a period of five years to 
cover the cost of reinstating such 
Sheriff Department services as: 24 
hour Sheriff’s Patrol, an Animal 
Control Officer, Marine Patrol, 
Snowmobile Patrol, Off-road 
Vehicle Patrol, the D.A.R.E. anti- 
drug and alcohol program for kids, 
detective services, and an 
Underwater Search and Rescue 
Team. 

The marine patrol was temporari- 
ly reinstated on June 23 when coun- 
ty commissioners voted 5-1 
(Commissioner Bruce Bretzke the 
only “nay” vote) to provide approx- 
imately $2,600 out of the County’s 
Contingency Fund to help meet the 
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$20,000-plus needed to bring back 
two deputies for the patrol. Another 
$2,200 came from the sale of a sher- 
iff department vehicle. 

The vast majority of the funds 
came from State Marine matching 
fund, canoe livery owners and pri- 
vate citizens concerned with safety 
on county waterways. 

Funds will cover 12 weeks of 
marine patrol by two full-time 
deputies and two marine deputies. 

The county commissioners on 
June 23 also approved Sheriff David 
Lovely’s request to apply for the 
Snowmobile Enforcement Grant 
Program with the State of Michigan 
to help fund the Snowmobile Patrol. 
This time the vote was unanimous. 

CCCSC contends that the 
Sheriff’s Department does not have 
too many deputies on staff. The 
national average being 2.2 police 
officers per 1,000 population is 
more than twice Crawford County’s 
average of .9 officers per 1,000. 
And, that figure includes officers 
employed by the Grayling Police 
Department. 

Supporters of the millage propos- 
al say that while the operation of the 
Sheriff’s Department consumes 
39% of the county’s budget, other 
county Sheriff’s offices running at

Details of Leonard’s suit against

In the recently filed law suit of 
Leonard vs. the County of Crawford 
some interpretive errors were made 
in the reporting of the case. 

According to Count II, Louanne 
Leonard claims that, by adoption of 
a resolution on April 28, the Board 
of Commissioners reduced her posi- 
tion to part-time. The Avalanche 
mistakenly reported that this claim 
was made against Moore. 

Also according to the lawsuit, in 
Count HI, Leonard claims that she 
was not hired by the County for a 
Deputy Court Clerk position based 
on her age. The Avalanche reported 
that Leonard claims that Moore did 


not hire her for those reasons. 

County Clerk Moore is not the 
hiring authority for the 46th Circuit 
Trial Court. The courts do their 
own hiring. The Avalanche regrets 
these errors.

lower perceritages have. township 
‘police: and Michigan ‘State’ Police 
posts to help spread the workload 
over More agencies. 

The group does not dismiss the 
importance of the Grayling Police 
Department, bui does state that the 
Crawford County  Sheriff’s 
Department is the primary police 
presence in the county, with 576 _ 
square miles to cover. 

Crawford County would not be 
unique in the utilization of a law 
enforcement millage. A number of 
counties use them, such as 
Roscommon, Missaukee, Wexford 
and Benzie Counties. 

The group says that the depart- 
ment operates within its budget and 
an annual audit is available at the 
County Treasurer’s Office. 

The auditor recommended that the 
Sheriff’s Department use no more 
than 30% of the county’s General 
Fund revenues. To bring the depart- 
ment to that level the 1.75 mills is 
necessary. With the current cuts in 
effect the department is operating at 
a 33% level of the General Fund. 

Regardless of the outcome of the 
millage vote, the department may 
have to operate at the advised 30% 
next year. 

CCCSC stresses the benefits of a 
fully staffed and funded sheriff’s 
department in regards to the all- 
important tourism dollar to the eco- 
nomic climate in the county. They 
state the services of marine, ORV 
and snowmobile officers are crucial 
for ensuring the safety of residents 
and tourists alike. 

The detective position, says 
CCCSC, has been important, histor- 
ically, in bringing offenders to jus- 
tice. 

The CCCSC explains that, over 
the past 10 years, the cost of county 


services has gone up while revenues 
have not kept up. With Crawford 
County as one of the fastest growing 
areas in Michigan and state equal- 
ized property values remaining com- 
paratively low, the county is not 
generating enough revenue to cover 
ever increasing operating costs. 

The Crawford County Citizens for 
a Safe Community states that this 
proposal, if passed, will allow the 
Sheriff's Department to continue to 
provide the citizens of Crawford 
County with the same level of ser- 
vices they have been receiving over 
the past several years.

BUT NOW WHAT? With Connie 
Binsfeld gone. there’s another hole on the 
Republican ticket. Who will it be for lieu- 
tenant governor? 

The choice is up to Gov. John Engler, 
although the formal selection will be made 
by delegates at the post-primary Republican 
State Convention. In reality, Mr. Engler will 
choose. 

Usual political wisdom opts for State Sen. 
Dick Posthumous of Lowell. who has 
worked hand in glove with John Engler 
since they were college classmates at 
Michigan State, and would be a comfortable 
governor-in-waiting.

Geofferey Fieger is a publicity machine, and 
Doug Ross is counting on support from a 
variety of interest groups. 

Usual political wisdom dictates that 
regardless of publicity and public support, 
the winner on primary day is the one who 
turns out the votes ... and voters are turned 
out by organization... and the best organiza- 
tion belongs to grass roots politicians and 
power groups such as labor unions... and 
most of those sorts of party workers are in 
the Owen camp. 

The rest of the ticket depends on who 
wins the governor’s nomination. The even- 
tual slate is a work yet to be placed in 
progress, to be shaped by political needs and 
election day appeal. 

Frank Kelley threw the race for attorney 
general wide open by opting for private life 
after almost 40 years in the job. 

Front runner for the Kelley slot probably 
is Jennifer Granholm, Wayne County corpo- 
ration counsel and the choice of Wayne 


County Executive Ed McNamara and The 
Michigan Chronicle, among others. 

Wayne County Sheriff Robert Ficano. 
Macomb Prosecutor Carl Marlinga, State 
Rep.

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Legalized Murder | 


In one generation we have watched 
as the divine right to live has been 
tumed into a human right to kill. We 
wrote our first article calling abortion 
legalized murder in the Avalanche, 
October 26, 1972. We pointed out a 
scientific argument: “Science which 
dares to declare they have created life 
in a test tube, cannot deny the existence 
of human life at conception in the 
mother's womb. Therefore, there is no 
fixed point in embryonic development 
before which one could kill the fetus 
and safely say he had not thereby extin- 
guished a human life.” Today, partial 
birth abortion clearly illustrates legal- 
ized murder. 

We said, “God alone has the power 
to give, sustain and end life.” We quot- 
ed Genesis 1:26 to show that a baby is 
conceived in the image of God. We 
quoted several Biblical accounts where 
babies were considered persons before 
their birth, We closed the argument 
with the incarnation of Jesus Christ: 
"Concerning the Incamation, Jesus 
Christ became God-man at his concep- 
tion in the womb of the Virgin Mary, 
Luke 1:31, 35; Matthew 1:20, "EFear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wife: for 
that which is conceived in her is of the 
Holy Ghost.” We showed that, "Christ 


was perfect God-man at his concep- 
tion.” To deny either the divine or 
human nature of Jesus Christ at the 
moment of His conception in the womb 
of the Virgin Mary is to deny the 
revealed source of both the eternal and 
human qualities of the person of Jesus 
Christ. To deny these is to deny the 
faith of Christianity. 


We were hearing much then by the 
pro-abortionists about the “Earth 
Ethic." They were pushing abortion to 
limit human reproduction like Red 
China practices today. "They blame 
the Judeo-Christian ethic as largely 
responsible for global environmental 
deterioration. Bible Prophecy clearly 
foretells the entire life of this planet 
with its inhabitants. God is not frus- 
trated by man's confusion, his eternal 
plan is on perfect schedule." 

We concluded that article: “The dif- 
ference between men and animals is 
not intelligence or usefulness to soci- 
ety, but the image of God which is 
found in man alone. This image of 
God places human dignity on a level 
which no creature can destroy. Let us 
not make fools of ourselves by striving 
to do so. As Albert Schweitzer once 
said, 'If a man loses reverence for any

A cleaner Michigan bond 
Democrats add funding for clean water 


Branch), chair of the House 
Committee on Conservation, 
Environment and Recreation. 
Amendments to the bond legisla- 
tion, sponsored by Rep. David 
Gubow (D-Huntington Woods) and 
Rep. William J. Callahan (D- St. 
Clair Shores/ Harrison Twp.), added 
an additional $200 million to protect 
Michigan's water resources. 


The Gubow-Callahan amendments 
will enhance a revolving loan fund 
which local communities can access 
to assist with infrastructure 
improvements such as sewer separa- 
tion, retention basins, and waste- 
water treatment facilities. These 
projects will protect surface and 
gtound water resources and keep 
Michigan's drinking water supply 
clean. 


House Democrats announced their 
intention to shift the allocation of 
funds within the original $550 mil- 
lion bond to better protect drinking 
water. The Gubow-Callhan amend- 
ments go $200 million farther -- 
making the environmental bond a 


significant investment in the future 
of Michigan's water resources. 

“Michigan has more need to pro- 
tect fresh water resources than any 
other state in the nation,” Gubow 
said. "To put this environmental 
bond before Michigan voters with- 
out funding for clean water would 
be a waste of our time and the tax- 
payers’ money." 


"We have urgent infrastructure 
needs which are too expensive for 
jocal communities to finance," 
Callahan said. "This bond can help 
communities clean up their lakes, 
rivers and drinking water supplies, 
and preserve recreational areas. 
Let's not waste this opportunity to 
do some good for our children and 
grandchildren.” 


..Gubow and Callahan stressed the 
economic benefits the extra $200 
million will bring to the state and 
local communities. 

"Investments which keep our 
beaches open during the summer are 
investments which are repaid a 
thousand times over in tourist dol- 


lars," Callahan said. 

"Without tourism, jobs are lost, 
small businesses shut their doors, 
and tax revenue is lost." Gubow 
said. “This $200 million is a rela- 
tively small investment, compared 
with the benefits which will result 
from it." 

An amendment sponsored by Rep. 
Lynne Martinez (D-Lansing) added 
$20 million for lead abatement pro- 
grams to protect children and senior 
citizens from the harmful effects of 
lead posioning. 


"Learning disorders in young chil- 
dren have been linked directly to 
lead exposure," Martinez said. 
"Despite our years of knowledge 
about its ill effects, lead exposure 
continues to be a serious public 
health threat in Michigan. It's time 
to put some funding behind our 
good intentions to eliminate this 
problem.” 


Rep. David Anthony (D-Escanaba) 
designated $25 million for pollution 
prevention initiatives. 

“It makes sense to have a balance of 


prevention and cleanup initiatives in 
the bond,” Anthony said. "Why 
only focus on our environmental 
problems after the damage has been 
done? We should be doing more to 
prevent the damage in the first 
place."

The $786 million bond proposal 
which passed the House targets 
funding as follows: about $300 mil- 
lion to redevelop contaminated 
urban brownfields; $200 million for 
the revolving foan fund for water 
quality; $20 million for lead abate- 
ment; $25 million for pollution pre-, 
vention; $75 million to reduce pol- 
lution from urban and rural runoff 
through the implementation of non- 
point source watershed plans; $25 
million to clean up contaminated 
sediments in rivers and lakes; $50 
million to reclaim and revitalize 
waterfronts; $50 million for sewer, 
water and road improvements at 53 
state, parks; and $50 million for 
infrastructure improvements at local 
parks and recreation centers.

How to use electricity wisely this summer 


Help to avoid a power "Crunch" 


With sweltering weather upon us, we find ourselves: running: for the comfort of:an air- : 
conditioned area in an effort to Keep cool. - 
During such hot days, Michigan's electrical system i is ‘used to the —w usually | 
in the mid to late afternoon, with all of the generating equipment running, and the util- 
ity companies buying power from neighboring states, sometimes at very high costs. 
The Michigan Public Service Commission (MPSC) and Michigan's electric utility _ 
companies want to encourage all customers (residential, commercial and industrial) to 
share the. responsibility of helping to avoid a power "crunch" which could occur dar: 
ing the summer months during times of peak electricity usage. 
Just a few minor adjustments to our leisure, personal and business lives will help 
assure adequate electric capacity in the State this summer and, in many cases, help — 
consumers and businesses save money on electric bills, too. 

If every househoid and business does just a iittie bit to heip, short-term eiectric sup- 
ply problems may be avoided. The following list offers some tips for homeowners and 
businesses to put into practice. 

* Use electric ovens, dishwashers, clothes washers and dryers, and other large appli- 
"ances or office equipment in the early morning or late evening hours whenever possi- 

ble. These are big electricity users and shifting the time of use will reduce the poten- 

tial stress to Michigan's electric system at peak times. 
* Keep the outside of air-conditioning units free from leaves and other debris that can 
clog vents. Keep cooling systems well tuned with pertoule maintenance by service pro- | 

fessionals. i 

¢ Set the air conditioner thermostat as high as possible --.78 degrees is often consid- 
ered a comfortable indoor temperature and can result in big savings. 
* Close off unoccupied areas and shut their air-conditioning vents; also, turn off the 
_ air conditioner when the area is not being used. 

¢ Turn off lights, equipment or appliances in any room not being used. 

* Keep out the daytime sun with vertical louvers or awning on the outside of windows. 
Indoors draw draperies, blinds and shades. 

¢ Set facsimile machines and printers for sleep mode when not in use. Also, network 
one printer for.several users. 

° Make sure the power management feature is enabled on computers and set to the 
shortest acceptable time for your operation. Also, use laptops. 

¢ Turn off copiers at night and during the weekends.

Mushroom program offered by Extension 


Two sessions of the “Introduction 
to the Edible and Poisonous 
Mushrooms of Michigan” short 
courses will be conducted this year 
in Michigan. For the first time, a 
lower peninsula site is being offered 
on September 11-13 at the MSU 4- 
H Kettunen Center near Tustin. The 
second short course will be offered 
on September 18-20 at Michigan 
Technological University's Ford 
Forestry Center near L’ Anse in the 
U.P. The 1998 versions of these 
short courses are being jointly spon- 
sored by Michigan State University 
Extension and by Michigan 
Technological University. 

Each program consists of approx- 
imately eight hours of lecture, seven

course are to help participants: 1) 


understand and recognize the roles 
played by fungi in forest ecosys- 
tems; and 2) learn how to safely and 
reliably find, collect, identify and 
prepare choice edible wild fungi. 
Techniques of mushroom cultiva- 
tion are also introduced. 

The course is scheduled during 
Michigan’s peak late summer mush- 
room-hunting season. Field trips 
traverse a variety of hardwood and 
conifer forests. The experience is 
designed to benefit beginners and 
advanced participants alike through 
concurrent presentations. 

The cost to attend either one of 
these short courses is $160 per per- 
son or $300 per couple. Returning 


participants, who have attended pre- 
vious short courses, will be charged 
$150 per person. Lodging costs are 
additional and vary depending upon 
the program location ($78 per per- 
son at Kettunen Center/$45 per per- 
son at Ford Forestry Center). 

Lodging costs cover both nights 
of the workshop, include breakfast 
and assume double occupancy. 

The Kettunen Center is a com- 
plete conference center located on 
160 acres of natural terrain in 
Tustin, not far from Cadillac. 

The Ford Forestry Center is a 
research forest covering several 
major soil types and forest ecosys- 
tems, located near Lake Superior, 9 
miles south of L’Anse on U.S.

avoid lawn mower injuries 


Although safety procedures can 
be taken to avoid home accidents, 
many people overlook one impor- 
tant placeE the lawn mower. 

“The Michigan State “Medical 
Society reports that many people 
each week are treated in trauma 
rooms from lawn mower injuries. 
Many of these injuries are not 
reversible, such as a loss of a foot, 
toe, leg, hand or finger. 

Government regulations require 
several safety features for lawn 
mowers, including pull ropes on 
handles, safety switches and deflec- 
tor chutes to prevent flying objects. 
Unfortunately, many people disen- 
gage these safety features and put 
themselves or their children at risk. 

Most lawn mower accidents occur 
on wet, slippery hills. Wait until the 
grass dries to cut it, and if the hill is 
very steep consider wearing cleats. 
Also watch out for large branches 
and stones in the grass; these objects 
could fly out from under the mower 
and hit you. Most importantly, do 


not stick your hands near the blade ~ 


or grass shuttle when the mower is 
running.

Participants in the Vocational 
Education Summer Exploration 
Program (VESEP) were recently 
honored at a graduation and awards 
ceremony. 

VESEP is run by the Career and 
Technical Education Department of 
C.0.0.R. Intermediate School 
District, and funded by the 
Michigan Works! program. The 
classes were all held on the campus 
of Kirtland Community College. 

VESEP graduates completed all 
the requirements for the 21-day pro- 
gram. The students, who were from 
Crawford, Roscommon, Oscoda and 
Ogemaw counties, took part in 
seven different courses, spending 
three days ig each. 

The courses were: Automotive, 
Marketing, Employability Skills, 
Introduction to Internet, Visual 
Imaging, Building Trades and Allied 
Health. . 

“We're trying to get them ready 
for the workplace,” said Program 
Coordinator Cliff Fardell, “and get 
them to try the seven career work 
fields.” 

The classroom work involved a 
lot of hands on instruction. Class 
size ranged from eight to ten, which 


allowed for close educational inter- 
action between instructor and stu- 
dents. 

Fardell said that the program is 
designed to “simulate the work envi- 
ronment,” promote teamwork, and 
“stress the value of money.” 

The students could earn up to 
$490 in cash for the 21 day employ- 
ment exploration program... 

They were paid for daily atten- 
dance, participating in a course end 
evaluation and attending motiva- 
tional tape viewing sessions. 

A violation of the program mules, 
such as smoking, swearing, attitude 
problems or tardiness would cost the 
student $4. Three violations and the 
student would be expelled, or “fired 
from the job,” as Fardell put it. 

“We try to simulate the work 
force,” said Fardell, “as well as 
teach the value of a dollar, coopera- 
tion, and leadership.” 

The program graduates, all 14-15 
year olds, had the opportunity to 
learn and sample a variety of job 
skills during their 21 days at 
Kirtland. 


In Automotive the students - 
learned basic automobile mainte- 


nance, including tire changing, 
checking fluid levels and changing 
wiper blades.

REVENUE SHARING AND 
DISTRIBUTION FORMULAS 


Multiple formulas are used to 
determine revenue sharing pay- 
ments to local government. The 
satutory formula needs to be 
adjusted for equity for all local 
units. 

Under the constitutional formu- 
la, every city, village and town- 
ship receives funds on a per 
capita basis-in the FY98 budget 


about $61 per person. 

The inequity lies in the statutory formula. Under the 
“relative tax effort” formula, Detroit receives 45% of the 
total funds. Townships, where over 41% of the state’s 
residents live, receive 8% of the money. Thus Detroit 
gets $250 per person while townships receive $10 per 
person. 


Representatives from Otsego 
County recently met with Kirtland 
Community College officials to dis- 
cuss the possibility of erecting and 
operating a technical training center 
in the Gaylord community.

Along with mosquito bites and 
sunburn, dehydration is one of the 
hazards of enjoying the warm sum- 
mer weather. 

Before you set out for fun in the 
sun, Blue Cross Blue Shield of 
Michigan (BCBSM) advises you to 
drink plenty of fluids.

“The young and elderly are the 
most at risk for dehydration.

Seniors’ senses may not be 
as sharp, so they may not feel thirsty 
as soon as a younger person would. 
Some seniors may also have physi- 
cal problems, making it difficult for 
them to get water when they need 
it,” says Dr. Dexter Shurney, 


BCBSM corporate medical director. 

Your body is composed of mostly 
water, which is important in main- 
taining normal cell and organ func- 
tions. Dehydration occurs when the 
body eliminates more water than it 
takes in. An insufficient amount of 
body fluids can lead to heat stroke, 
cardiovascular problems and other 
life-threatening situations. 

If you wait until you are thirsty, it

Sitting in the back is where it’s at 


Seat belts save lives, but so do 
backseats. ‘The Michigan State 
Medical Society reminds parents 
that the center of the back seat is the 
safest position for a child in a pas- 
senger car. The front seat may 
appear to be safe, closest to the dri- 
ver and easy to attend to, but there is 
a hidden danger...air bags. 

Air bags have helped save more 
than 1,600 drivers and passengers, 
but they have also killed more than 
30 children. As more cars become 
equipped with this safety device, it 


is important to realize that children 
in the front seat are in danger. 


Because children have small 
statures and air bags eject with such 
force, children in the front seat are 
at risk for serious head and spinal 
injuries. A minor 10-mile per hour 
fender-bender could lead to 140- 
mile per hour impact of the child’s 
head against an air bag. Even if the 
child is in a rear-facing car seat, a 
child could be crushed between the 
air bag and the seat of the car. 


USDA noninsured program 
to cover hay losses 


The Noninsured Assitance Program 
(NAP) through the United States 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
is intended to cover noninsurable 
crops that have sustained 35 percent 
loss of production or value when 
compared to the area-expected yield 
or the farm's actual production histo- 
ry when established. 

One of the crops covered under this 
program is hay. Last year we tried 
to qualify hay in this area for the 
program but we were unable to get 
enough producers to report their 
production. When a producer does 
not report their production, we are 
required by procedural guidelines to 
assume they had normal production. 
This rule caused a problem because 
a number of producers did not report 
their production and this was 
enough to offset those that did report 
production losses. 

There is the possibility that hay 
production may be down this year, if 
the lack of rain continues in the area. 
Producers are, therefore, reminded 
again to keep track of their hay pro-

duction and report their production 
just in case we do have a bad year. 

Any producer that sustains damage 
or loss must report the damage or 
loss within 15 calendar days after 
either the occurrence or the loss to 
the crop becomes apparent.

‘The best way to avoid air bag 
rélated injuries and protect children 
in the car is to follow these safety 
tips: 

* Always place infants and chil- 
dren under age 12 in the back seat of 
the vehicle. 

¢ Infants age one or younger 
should ride in a rear-facing car seat 
in the back seat. 

° Never put an infant in the front 
seat of a vehicle with a passenger air 
bag. 

* Booster seats, in the back seat, 
are transitional seats that should be 
used for children not big enough for 
the shoulder and lap belt to fit cor- 
rectly. 

¢ Children weighing over 80 
pounds and at least eight years old 
can correctly fit in a shoulder and 
lap belt. Make sure the shoulder 
belt fits over the collarbone and lap 
belt fits low on the hips.

may be too late. Body fluids can be 
lost so quickly that your brain may 
lose the ability to let you know you 
need water. Some of the signs of 
dehydration are dry mouth, 
headache, fatigue, decreased coordi- 
nation, impaired judgement and a 
reduction in perspiration. 

In warm weather, your body tries 
to keep cool by perspiration. At the 
same time, you are also losing fluids 
through breathing and other bodily 
functions. 

Anytime the humidity is high, 
your risk of dehydration increases. 
The higher the humidity, even in 
cooler weather, the less perspiration 
is absorbed from your skin because 
the air is already saturated. In this 
situation, your body will produce 
more perspiration in an attempt to 
keep cool, so it is easy to get dehy- 
drated. 

“Dehydration can be avoided,” 
says Dr. Shurney. “During warm 
weather and while exercising, 
everyone should make sure they 
drink plenty of water. When you are 
going to be outdoors and not near a 
drinking fountain, remember to 
bring water with you. Water is best 
to drink in preventing dehydration. 

“Alcoholic beverages, tea and soft 
drinks containing caffeine act as 
diuretics, which increase fluid loss. 
Also, the sugar in soft drinks keeps 
most of the liquid in your stomach 
and not in your blood where you 
need it the most.”

Michigan closer to regulating soft money 


On July 6, Secretary of State 
Candice S. Miller announced she 
has adopted a new administrative 
tule that subjects soft money used to 
pay for issue advocacy advertise- 
ments to the disclosure require- 
ments of Michigan’s Campaign 
Finance Act (MCFA) if the ads 
include the name or likeness of a 
specific candidate 45 days prior to 
an election. 

Secretary Miller’s formal action 
is required before the rule can take 
effect. 

The rule, which was presented to 
the Joint Committee on 
Administrative Rules on June 10, 
could go into effect as early as 
August 12 making it applicable to 
expenditures made in conjunction 
with the November general election. 

“No single issue threatens our 
electoral process more than the 
flood of secret, soft money,” 


Secretary Miller said. “When 
advertisements mention the name of 
a candidate, they are not issue ads 
but rather candidate ads. For that 
reason they should be subject to the 
same disclosure rules candidate 
committees must live by. 

“With this rule in place, organiza- 
tions and individuals wil} be 
required to disclose their participa- 
tion in our election process. 
Advertisements broadcast within 45 
days of an election that go beyond 
issue advocacy by using the name or 
likeness of a specific candidate will 
be governed to the same disclosure 
requirements as any other campaign 
expenditures,” Secretary Miller 
continued. “With this rule 
Michigan will set the standard for 
election officials across the nation 
to follow in regulating the soft 
money that has become so common- 
place in our elections system.” 


Secretary Miller unveiled plans to 
promulgate the new rule in a 
January letter to the Joint 
Committee on Campaign Finance 
Reform. Since that time, the pro- 
posed rule has been the subject of a 
public hearing and thorough review 
by legal staff in the Department of 
State and Office of Regulatory 
Reform. 

Essentially, the rule adopted 
today clarifies that labor organiza- 
tions, corporations, joint stock com- 
panies and domestic dependent sov- 
ereigns are prohibited from using 
treasury funds to pay for advertise- 
ments that reference candidates 45 
days prior to an election. The 45- 
day period corresponds to the date 
set by Michigan Election Law for 
the availability of absent voter bal- 
lots. 

Based on testimony provided dur- 
ing the public hearing, the rule was 


Health officials offer advice 
on E.coli contamination 


Recent national news releases 
have been warning the public of the 
potential risk of E.coli outbreaks in 
public swimming pools, such as the 
disturbing occurrence in Georgia. 

According to Dave Gregg, 
Environmental Health Director at 
District Health Department #10, 
there are no E.coli outbreaks in our 
area of the sort referred to on the 
national media. Although the 
potential for such an outbreak can 
occur anywhere, frequent pool 
inspections conducted by health 
department sanitarians minimize the 
possibility of infection from any 
disease-causing organism, including 
E.coli. : 

E.coli is a type of bacteria that is 
commonly found in the intestinal 
tract of human beings and animals. 
When these bacteria are ingested in 
some manner, illness usually in the 
form of diarrhea may result.

One strain of this bacteria can 
cause bloody diarrhea, severe 
cramps, and even a serious kidney 
disease which may lead to death. 
Children and the elderly are more 
likely to be seriously affected and 
hospitalization is usually necessary. 

How is E.coli ingested by unsus- 
pecting individuals? Most com- 
monly an infection occurs when 
E.coli is deposited onto meat sur- 
faces during the slaughtering 
process. On the meat surface. it is 
usually killed by cooking tempera- 
tures. However, grinding the beef 
spreads the bacteria throughout, 
making it more difficult to eradicate 
by cooking. 

E.coli may also be ingested by 
people swimming in water contami- 
nated by this type of bacteria. The 
bacteria gets into the water through 
the presence of human and animal 
waste products. If levels are high 
enough, the water is considered 
unsafe for swimming. : 

Each year frequent restaurant and 
swimming pool inspections con- 
ducted by health department sani- 


tarians ensure that food is cooked to _ 


high enough temperatures to kill 
E.coli and that swimming pools are 
maintained at sufficiently high chlo- 
rine levels‘to eradicate the bacteria.

Leader Ken Sikkema and many 
other members of the Legislature.” 
Secretary Miller’s action today is 
the latest in a series of initiates 
designed to improve Michigan’s 
campaign finance system. 

In November, 1997, she unveiled 
a new software program that gives 
candidate committees the option of 
electronically filing required cam- 
paign finance reports, a program 
more than 70 candidate committees 
have voluntarily agreed to use. In 
January, 1998, she unveiled a series 
of campaign finance recommenda- 
tions to the special legislative com- 


mittee, including suggested penal- _ 


ties for elected officials who fail to 
file campaign finance statements as 
required. In May she announced 
that campaign finance records have 
been posted on the Internet, making 
Michigan one of the first states in 
the nation to offer access to cam- 
paign finance reports in this fashion.

1. The following site and developmental requirements shall apply to communication towers: 

A. Minimum site dimensions equal to twice the length and twice the height of any proposed tower, accessible to emer- 
gency or utility vehicles by way of an improved road. The use of guyed wires is strictly prohibited within Single Family 
Residential (R-1) and General Residential (R-2) districts. The base of the tower and all the wire cable supports shall be 
fenced, or the entire site must be fenced, with solid or mesh material with a minimum fence height of five feet (S’). These 
enclosures must be keep locked when not in use. - 

2. Special performance standards for communication towers include: 
A. The tower must be constructed to meet setbacks from all property lines a distance equal to its maximum height, 


B. Accessory structures are limited to uses associated with the operation of the tower and may not be located any clos- 
) without prior approval of the Zoning Administrator. 
C All other zoning, structural, buffer strip, loading zone, parking, landscaping and fencing regulations shall be deter- 
mined by pertinent sections of the Grayling Township Zoning Ordinance (92-2) 
D. All towers will be equipped with an anti-climbing device to prevent unauthorized access. 
E. The plans of the tower construction, including base mount structures shall be certified by a registered structural 
engineer as to compliance with all applicable codes. 
F. All towers and antennae must meet the standards of the Federal Aviation Administration and the Federal 


G. Metal towers and metal antennae shall be constfucted of, or treated with corrosive-resistant material and shall be 
maintained to generally accepted standards. All towers must be self-supporting (no guy wires) when possible. 
H. Metal towers and metal antennae must be grounded for protection against a direct strike by lightning and shall com- 


I Towers must be designed to withstand a uniform wind loading as prescribed in the applicable building code. 
J. All signal and remote contro! conductors of low energy which extend horizontally above the ground from a tower 
or antennae, or between towers, antennae or other structures, shall be a minimum of eight feet (8’) above the ground at 


K. Towers and antennae shall be located so they do not interfere with other air wave reception or transmission struc- 
L. Minimum spacing between tower locations shail be one half mile (2,640°) in order to prevent a concentration of 
M. Towers shall not exceed one hundred fifty feet (150’) from grade in Single Family Residential (R-1) and General 


N. Towers shall not be artificially lighted except as required by federal, state or county regulation. 

O. There shall not be displayed on any tower advertising or identification of any kind intended to be visible from the 
ground or other structures, except as required for emergency purposes. 

P. Towers, antennae and structures shall be subject to any state and federal regulations concerning non-ionizing elec- 
tromagnetic radiation. If more restrictive state or federal standards are adopted in the future, those standards will apply 
and will be met within six (6) months of effective date. Any costs related to testing and verification of compliance shall 


Q. There shall be no employees located on the site on a permanent basis. 

R. The site operator and/or owner acknowledge that any use of the tower, antennae or structures which is customari- 
ly rented or sold as part of the normal business application of the facility shall be available to Grayling Township free of 
charge or at a substantially reduced rate if market demand for tower space limits available capacity, specifically includ- 
ing, but not limited to, the sale or rental and installation of any and all devices attached to the tower, antennae or struc- 
tures for the purpose of receiving, conducting, amplifying and transmitting voice communications. 

S. The owner to provide the township with a copy of the notice to the FCC of intent to cease operations and gives 
ninety days from the date of ceasing operation to remove the obsolete tower and accessory structures and appurtenances,

largest of its type. Consumers

community of 1.4 million people. 

The self-guided walking tours 
will last 30 to 60 minutes. Staff and 
informational signs along the tour 
will focus on plant highlights.

Visitors will see the plant's jetties 


,and breakwall; peek into the plant's 


heart, the control room; and tek 
past major equipment used in pro- 
ducing electricity.

The U.S. House of Representatives

the plant since it opened 25 years 
ago. They are: Roger Bogner, Jack 
Cole, Dave May and Ed Tenney, al! 
of Ludington, and Larry Hindman 
and Roger Staley, both of Scottville. 
The plant includes a man-made 
842-acre reservoir. The reservoir 
sits on a hill 300 feet above the pow- 
erhouse. The reservoir’s 170-foot- 
tall dike can store up to 27 billion 
gallons of water. To meet high cus- 
tomer electricity demand, water is 
released from the reservoir to go 
through the generating units in the 
powerhouse. Lake Michigan water 
is pumped into the reservoir during 
periods of low customer demand. 
Six, 28-foot diameter pipes, called 
penstocks, connect the powerhouse 
and the reservoir. The penstocks are 
1,300 feet long. Each can carry 5.5 
million gallons of water per minute. 
Two power lines carry electricity 


from the plant to serve local needs in 
Ludington and Traverse City. Four 
other lines tie into the distribution 
system serving customers through- 
out Michigan and other states, and 
Canada. Making electricity at the 
pumped storage plant instead of 
buying it elsewhere reduces cus- 
tomers’ energy costs. 

The American Society of Civil 
Engineers named the plant the 
Outstanding Engineering 
Achievement of 1973. In 1987, the 
Michigan Society of Professional 
Engineers named the plant one of 10 
outstanding engineering achieve- 
ments in the state’s first 150 years. 

A 2 1/2-mile-long fish barrier net 
installed in Lake Michigan during 
warm weather each year helps keep 
fish away from the plant’s water 
intake. Part of the net is visible from 
the Lake Michigan scenic overlook. 


bill leads to debt reduction 


ed before this bill was debated in the 
full house," said Camp. “I have 
been working for years to develop a 
system that would allow members’ 
unspent office funds to be used for 
deficit-reduction. If every Member 
of Congress returned $50,000 each 
year, the national debt would be 
reduced by more than $26 million 
annually.” 

Since his election to Congress, 


Camp has saved taxpayers over 
$725,000 from his Congressional 
office account by not spending all 
the money designated for the opera- 
tion of his office. In previous years, 
Camp was successful in passing an 
amendment that would allow 
Members to return unspent office 
funds. 


Now, as a result of his persistent 

efforts, it was included in the origi- 
nal draft of the legislative funding 
bill. 


"This issue is very important to 
me," said Camp. “I've been trying 
to pass this amendment for years. 
However, until 1995, I was not 
allowed to offer it. Only after the 
House changed hands was I suc- 
cessful in including this debt reduc- 
tion provision in the bill," continued 
Camp.
